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Response to Arguments 

1. Since the amendments to the claims are either clerical in 
nature or resolves the rejection of claim 6 under 35 USC §112, 
second paragraph, the amendments are entered. 

2. Applicant's arguments, see page 9, lines 17-18, filed 24 
May 2005, with respect to the rejection of claim 6 under 35 USC 
§112, second paragraph have been fully considered and are 
persuasive. The rejection of claim 6 under 35 USC §112, second 
paragraph listed in items 3-4 of the final rejection, dated 27. 
December 2004, has been withdrawn. 

3. Applicant's arguments filed 24 May 2005 have been fully 
considered but they are not persuasive. 

Regarding page 9, line 19 to page 11, line 11: As shown 
clearly in figure 3 of Kamon, the determination unit (figure 3 
(109) of Kamon) provides the input value to the selector based 
on determination results (column 11, lines 30-32 of Kamon) , 
Further evidence of this is given in column 15, lines 32-46 of 
Kamon which describes the precise manner in which said 
determination unit drives the selector (figure 3(110) of Kamon). 
Since it is the determination unit shown in figure 3 of Kamon 
that drives the selector shown in figure 3 of Kamon, it would 
have been improper to suggest that the unit referred to as a 
"selector" corresponds to the selector recited in claims 1 and 
26. It is clear from the cited portions of Kamon that the 
''determination unit'' shown in figure 3 of Kamon corresponds to 
the selector specifically recited in claims 1 and 26 since the 
''determination unit" shown in figure 3 of Kamon selects one of 
the original image data received by the controller (such as the 
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halftone data from figure 3(104) of Kamon or image data output 
from the pattern recognition unit (figure 3(105) of Kamon) that 
is not smoothed or otherwise processed, depending upon image 
conditions and the mode setting) and one of the smoothed image 
data (such as jagged line corrected data output from said 
pattern recognition unit) based on the selection signal. 

Regarding page 11, lines 12-19: As noted in item 1, since 
the amendments are either clerical in nature or resolves the 
rejection of claim 6 under 35 USC §112, second paragraph, the 
amendments have been entered.
